Espy Resolution to Investigate the Queen City is 


Adopted by Senate. Republican Members of 


Committee Not to Serve—Level Insurance 


Rates Sought. 


Columbus, O, Feb. 8.—In the senat* 


Carter of Wyandot offered a bill pro- 
YldltiK that fraternal insurance com- 
panies may not change rates without 
the conseat 
of policy-holders, and 


that whore such changes are made 
they shall apply la the same propor- 
tion to ail policy-holders, regardless of 
age. 


The senate passed the Espy resolu- 


tion to investigate Cincinnati by a 
strict party vote—19 to 18—Lamb 
iining up with the Democrats.
